Squash bugs are large, brownish 
j sucking insects having a disagreea­ 
ble odor from which they get the 
| common name squash stink bug. 
W inter is passed under rubbish or 
j othei shelter and the bugs emerge 
in the late spring 
The eggs are 
j small, brown and flattened 011 three 
sides. 
'The 
bodies 
of 
the 
newly, 
hatched nymphs are green, while 
the remaining portions are reddish, 
but they soon change to black The 
inserts become full grown about the 
midd*e of August, although imma- 
tuie forms may be found when the 
vn.es are killed by frost. 
There is 
one generation annually. 
The insects suck the plant juices, 
which 
results 
in 
a 
wilting 
and 
browning of the leaves 
or wilting 
of 
the entire vines. 
When stink 
bugs! are numerous enough, plants
